“When the Democratlc Natlonal
commiitee meets in Washington
Dec. 7, 1 shall urge it on the mem-
bers that the work of ovrganization
for the 1916 campalgn be begun at
onece,” sald the Democratic chair-
man.

“l have been through one pre-
nomination campaign and one presl-
dential campaign. I know that ¥you
can no more pick a successful po-
Itlcal orgalzation ont of the air
in a few minutes than you can build
& second Uniced States Corporation
over night. The work of organiz-
ing and of obtaining cumpalgn
funds should begin Immediatelly af-
ter our December meeting.”

RUSSIA EXTENDING
DEFENSES IN ALAND

Stockholm, Ocl 16.—Assoclated
Press Corresponduncc)——A long semi-
oflielal statemeni has just been pub-
lished here with a view to reassur-
ing publle sentiment regarding rela-
tions between. Russln and Sweden
over the question of Russia’s exten-
slve fortifications in the Aland 1Is-
lands. The statément merely an-
nountes that H!m;sln informed Sweden
Tully regarding: ,the nature and ob-
ject of these défenses beforo begin-
ning them. Presumably the defenses
&ro not to hu malntained after the
conclusion of peace.

The Aland. ISlands aro located at
the mouth of tha: Gulr of Bothnig and
within artillery. rq.nga qf Stockholm,
They have always. been o source of
anxlety to Sweden lest Ryaid ‘ahould:
at'any tinie go. bac ‘on her agréement
with England agd France not to forti-
fy them, A rumbr that Russla con-
templated such ‘a fortification created
great excitement’ in Sweden a few
years mgo; and the. sood offices of the
British governmeni were sought to
Induce Russia not-to- take the step.
Presumably Russla dld nct intend fit;
at ‘any rate, it ‘done.” .
